Brussels. This official announcement was mads¢ tonight. 

The 
Belgian army is retiring on Antwerp without having been 
engaged by the Germans. 

Along with the announcement of the fall of Brussels 
the official French statement says: Our troops have met 
with brilliant success in Alsace, especially between Malh- 
ausen and Altkirch. The Germans retreating on the 
Rhine, left in our hands many prisoners and 24 guns, six 
of which were captured after a sharp struggle by our 
infantry. 

“In Lorraine the day was less fortunate for us. 
Our advanced troops were forced by a counter attack to 
fall back in a body, which is strongly established on the 
Seille and along the canal from the Marne to Rhine.”

Yons, Sens and Wi Rine ¢ Complete Their 
Simple Currenty System, 

The dipinese currency system ts 
very simple and is based upon a gold 
bosis, The unit of value te a yen. 
This equals 50 cents in gold, necording 
to our United Stites calnes One ven 
is divided tite 100 sen Bach of the 
latter Is worth just one half of an 
American vent The Japiuese sen is 
the equivalent of 10 rin, aud the small- 
est Japanese coin consists of a five rin 
plece, the equivalent of one-quarter of 
an American penny 

The currency media is composed of 
paper notes, silver, pickel and copper. 
The Japs have their paper money tn 
one, five, ten yen notes and upward. 
The silver money comes in ten, twenty 
and fifty sen pleces. The smallest 
nickel piece is valued at 5 sen. Then 
come the copper coins These are val- 
ved at 2 sen, 1 sen and 5 rin. 

This is the substance of the entire 
enrrency system in Japan when you 
step into a money changer’s to procure 
the coin of the realm. But sou do not 
always obtain the equivalent in values 
for your American currency The va- 
rious seaport towns swarm with Chi- 
hese money changers. These Mongo- 
linn financiers deduct a rebate of from 


| “Ah, 


1 to 2 per cent for every $10 in Ameri- 
can money exchanged. When you 
travel in the interior localities of Ja- 
pan, away from the beaten track of 
tourist traffic, you will be compelled to 
pay even a higher rate of exchange, as 
the Jap merchants refuse to accept for 
eign coin in exchange for their wares 
uniess they are ensily accessible to 
kome nearby seaport town 

The Jap nickel, or five sen plece, will 
buy five or six times as much fora Jap 
in bis own country as the same value 
of currency would buy for an Ameri- 
can home in the United States. The 
simplicity of the nvtive currency sys- 
tem voes band in hind with the frugal- 
ity and the wise economies of these 
quaint, active littl people. —Philudel- 
phia North American

(From the Game Act) 

3. No person shall hunt, trap, 
take, shoot at wound or kill any 
animal or bird meutioned in 
the Act on the first day or the 
week, commonly known as 
Sunday. 


5. Any bird of the family 
Gallinae, commonly known as 
grouse, partridge, pheasant, 
ptarmigan and prairie chicken, 
between the Ist day of Decem- 
ber and the Ist day of Ovtober 
in the following year; provid- 
ed that no Enylish pheasant 
sball be taken or killed at any 
time, nor shall more than 10 
birds of the family Gallinue be 
killed by any one person in any 
one day, nor more than 100 by 
auy ove person in any one séa- 
son, and no person, other than 
a game guardian in respect of 
gume forfeit under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall at any 
time buy, sell, barter or ex- 
change any bird in this sub- 
clause mentioned ; 

7. No person shall at ang 
time hunt, trap, take, shoot: at, 
wound or kill any bird or other 
animal mentioned in the Act, 
if it be upon or over any land 
enclosed by a fence of any kind 
orany land under cultivation 
or covered by buildings, nor 
shall he allow his dog ov dogs 
used for hunting to enter upon 
such lands without having 
obtained the consent of the 
owner or occupant thereof, 


8. No person shall hunt, trap, 
tuke, shoot at, wound or kill 
any big game or game bird be- 
twe-n one hour after sunset 
and one hour before sunrise, 


15, No, person shall hunt, 
trap, take, shoot at, wound or 
kill any big game protected by 
the Act without having in his 
possession a license duly is- 
sued to him so to do, which 
shall be known as a resident's 
big gunte license, 


17. No person not a resident 
of and domiciled in the pro- 
vince shall be entitled to hunt, 
trap, take, shoot at, wound or 
kill any big game or game 
bird, or fur-bearing animal 
whether protected by the Act 
or not without first-obtaining a 


license in that behalf; every 
such license shall be signed by 
the Minister and shall be in 
force for the calendar year in 
which the same is issued and 
shall be subject to the provis- 
ions Of the game laws in force 
in the province at the time the 
said license is granted; the fee 
to be paid therefor shall be $25 
for a general license and $5 for 
a bird license, or $25 for a_lie- 
ense to trap fur-bearing ani- 
mals. Such license shall not 
be valid unless the signature of 
the person to whom it is issued 
is endorsed thereon, 

(2) A holder of a general 
license shall be entitled to take 
with him out of the province as 
trophies the head, skin and 
hoofs of any big game that have 
been legally killed by hit. 

(3) Any resident knowingly 
accompanying or aiding a non- 
resident to hunt or shoot with- 
out the necessary license shall 
be held equally to have violated 
the law and shall be subject to 
like penalties. 

19. Residents’ licenses may 
be issued by the Minister or 
someone authorized by him to 
issue same upon application 
therefor and the payment of a 
fee of two dollars and fifty 
cents, for each big game license, 
or two dollars and twenty-tive 
cents for each bird game license: 


Provided, however, that a big 
game license shall be issued to 
farmers ov sons of farmers re- 
siding on their land on pay- 
ment of one dollar, 

(2) Each resident to whom a 
big yame license shall have 
been issued in any year shall, 
immediately after the close of 
the open season for the killing 
or taking of the animals men- 
tioned in section 4 of the Act 
return the license issued to him 

to the Department of Agricul- 
ture accompanied by an affida- 
vit sworn before a justice of 
the peace, or a commissioner 
for taking uffidavits, or a game 
guardian, siowing the number 
of animals killed or taken by 
him during the period mention- 
ed in such license, 

(3) The Minister may require 
the purchaser of each and every 
game license to wear a button
